Drawings 

1 . The formal drawings filed 02/1 1/2002 has been approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 54 and 60-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

- Claim 54 recites the limitation "said fourth interior volume" in line 4. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

- Claims 60-62 are also rejected for the same reason because of their dependency on 
claim 54. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-53, 55-59 and 63-67 are allowed. 

5. Claims 54 and 60-62 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests an air quality management apparatus 
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for use in a modular electrostatographic printer comprising an open-loop portion for managing of 
an air quality of air flowing through and included in a first interior volume, and a recirculation 
portion for managing of an air quality of air included in and circulating within a second interior 
volume, said recirculation portion having at least one air recirculation device for moving the air 
in the second interior volume at a specified total rate of recirculation through an air-conditioning 
device, such that air-conditioned air leaving the exit of the air-conditioning device is urged by 
the air recirculation device through a plurality of recirculation pathways included in the second 
interior volume.
